State Spending 
House Approves Revised Budget 

State Representative William Straus (D- 
Mattapoisett) announced this week that the House of 
Representatives passed its annual state spending plan for 
the next fiscal year beginning July 1, 2005. Floor debate in 
the House led to a $30 million increase in school aid, $86 
million in additional aid for hospitals, and $9 million in 
new economic development initiatives. 

"I was pleased to have co-sponsored the success- 
ful amendments increasing above the Governor's request 
Chapter 70 school aid and regional school transportation 
aid by $4.5 million," Representative Straus said. "In 
difficult financial times it is imperative to maintain our 
commitment to the towns and schools in our communi- 
ties." 

The House budget includes an additional $105.6 
million for Chapter 70 funding, including $28.4 million in 
funding added on by members on the floor to guarantee

House over the current year of $107,400 for Fairhaven;

The budget will now proceed to the Senate for 
further consideration. Any differences between the House 
and Senate budgets will be resolved in a conference 
committee before being sent to the Governor for his 
signature.

Mattapoisett Selectmen's Meeting 

May 3, 2005

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Tuesday, May 3 at 7:00 
pm by Chairman Raymond H. Andrews. Also present 
were Selectman Stephen J. Lombard, Selectman Jordan C. 
Collyer, Town Administrator Michael J. Botelho, and 
Assistant to the Town Administrator Melody Pacheco. 

After unanimously approving the minutes of the 
April 19 meeting, the board voted to accept the recom- 
mendation of the Insurance Committee on health insur- 
ance for elected officials. "At the last Town Meeting, (it 
was) voted to stop offering health insurance for elected 
officials who receive a stipend," Selectman Lombard said. 
"Once they left office they would no longer be eligible for 
health insurance ... but those currently on the plan would 
be grandfathered in." 

At 7:00 pm the board met with Town Moderator 
Jack Eklund to discuss the upcoming Annual Town 
Meeting, slated for Monday, May 9 at 7:00 at ORR High 
School. Mr. Eklund is intent on keeping things running 
smoothly and he hopes to conclude the business of Town 
Meeting in a single evening. 

"If necessary, we'll continue on Tuesday or 
Wednesday night, if needed," Mr. Eklund said. "(Resi- 
dents should know) the warrants are not coming in the 
mail, they need to look online or come to Town Hall."

Lyons, Officer Andrew Murray, and several other mem- 
bers of the Mattapoisett Police Department who were on 
duty on Tuesday evening, April 26 when Gregory A.

successfully apprehended. 

"1 can't say enough about the quality of the police 
officers we have in town," Chief Lyons said. "This was a 
perfect case of good, intelligent police work." 

At 7:21 pm the board met with Harbormaster 
Steve Mach to discuss two wharf waiting list appeals from 
town residents Chris Jaskolka and Bradley Cardoza. 

"This goes back to a recommendation of this 
board that any revocation be done by return-receipt mail," 
Chairman Andrews said. "Under the wharf list (1 saw) a 
couple of weeks ago, some people were reinstated ... how 
did you come about to reinstate some and not others?" 

"1 felt the Town Clerk had shown every effort to 
contact these people," Mr. Mach said. "If they didn't 
respond to a request ... we didn't reinstate them." 

In the case of Mr. Cardoza, he and his wife 
claimed to have paid the required fees and were under the 
impression they were on the mooring waiting list — not 
the wharf /skiff list as Mr. Mach claimed. 

"I think we have a he said / she said (situation)," 
Chairman Andrews said. "I find it hard to believe that Mr. 
and Ms. Cardoza paid their fees for so long (and then 
withdrew their names) ... it makes no sense to me that 
someone who's that close (wouldn't want to remain on 
the list)." 

"We in all good faith thought we were paying for 
the moorings," Mr Cardoza admitted. "I didn't know we 
were on the skiff list. We just thought the $20 we were 
paying was for the moorings." 

"I just think this was a misunderstanding and I 
don't see why they weren't put back on the list," Select- 
man Collyer said. 

"I don't see any other choice but to put them back 
(on the list) because it was clear what they wrote the 
checks for," Selectman Lombard agreed, referring to the 
memo lines on the checks which stated "mooring list."

FELINE DRINKING HABITS

May 1, 2005

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, May 2 at 7:00 
pm by Chairman Gary Laboa.

public water to Memorial School in response to the recent 
water contamination at the facility and was advised by a 
consulting firm that most of the work could be done "in 
house" by the town's Highway Department. The project 
could also be done over the course of a summer with 
some hired part-time assistance, if needed. 

As such, Mr. Huntoon recomended an estimated 
$10,000 to $15,000 article be placed on the forthcoming 
Town Meeting warrant to fund a feasibility study to look 
into extending the Marion water supply to Memorial 
School. This study can then be used to present to voters 
before the actual project goes out to bid. 

On a related matter, Mr. Huntoon added he will 
be meeting with an architect who specializes in school 
construction projects to review possible options for 
repairs to Memorial School. "I hopefully this week will be 
meeting with somebody ... who does schools and they're 
going to come look at the Memorial School (roof)," Mr. 
Huntoon said. "He's also going to look at the windows at 
the same time." 

The board next signed and approved an outstand- 
ing invoice from Town Counsels Perry, Hicks, Crotty and 
Deshaies, LLP, in the amount of $8,115 for legal services 
rendered during the month of March. Payment was held 
pending approval from the Planning Board of their 
expenses. 

Mr. Huntoon said the board needs to discuss a 
proposed maintenance position under the Highway 
Department to oversee the daily maintenance and upkeep

To the Editor: 

Recently a negative cartoon was displayed in a local 
newspaper regarding the Mattapoisett Free Public Library's 
building renovation and expansion project. A disgruntled couple 
was depicted on the sidewalk in front of the library saying, "It 
may be public but it sure ain't free," a comment that is certainly 
debatable. What's more, this negativity came at a time when 
some very important financial support for our library is badly 
needed. In addition, the cartoon demeaned the many volunteer 
committee members and contributors whose years of hard work 
and planning helped get us to this point. 

A free public library is never, in fact, free. It costs the 
taxpayers annually via the municipal budget that is passed at 
Town Meeting. It is only free to those who use it. The more 
people use it, the less costly it becomes in terms of per capita 
usage. I find it ironic that two of the poorest towns in the state 
(in terms of poverty levels cited when I was a social worker back 
in the 1980s) — Wareham and Provincetown — each have new 
library buildings in which to promote literacy and lifelong 
learning to their residents. Indeed, some of our residents

currently make regular use of the Wareham Free Library, as they 
can't even get into our inaccessible facility. 

This project will not cost the taxpayers the full amount 
of the project, but only a small percentage of the cost — less than 
half — thanks to a $1,575,662 state construction grant and over 
$1,625 million raised privately. The actual cost will be deter- 
mined on May 6 when General Contractor's bids are opened, 
with the funding mechanism(s) to be determined by our Finance 
Committee, Board of Selectmen, Town Administrator and Town 
Meeting voters on May 9. We urge you all to attend! 

Whatever the outcome, for a $300,000 home (and 
depending upon the financing method), the cost will amount to 
only one hardcover book per year or about $30 per year for the 
length of the loan. This debt-exclusion tax is not a Proposition 2- 
1/2 Override as it only affects the tax rate for the actual borrow- 
ing period. 

As to that couple on the sidewalk, I suggest they take a 
stroll inside to see why the (Mattapoisett library) needs this 
project now. During the five years that I have served as director, 
our staff and volunteers have done their best to serve our public, 
working within a very limited space — a space built for 1,100 
residents back in 1904 and now serving 6,500 yearround and 
some 8,500 seasonally. In addition to supplying books in all 
formats, videos, DVDs, music CDs, and magazines, we provide 
outreach services to the disabled, computer tutoring to the 
technologically challenged, community service opportimities to 
honor students (as well as troubled youth), exceptional 
children's programming, and much, much more. 

We have also been able, via remote access such as e- 
mail and phone requests, to help residents needing to contact 
one another from countries far and near during snow storms, 
even helping one citizen to verify a passport that enabled her to

Beginning in 1988, the Old Rochester Regional 
School District established Project GROW as a means of 
serving preschoolers with special needs in the least 
restrictive environment and of providing a preschool 
experience to children who may not otherwise be able to 
enroll in a program.

Mattapoisett Boating Course 

To get you ready for the 2005 boating season, the 
Mattapoisett Power Squadron is presenting The Squadron 
Boating Course, a six-week course for all boaters (the 
skipper of a family cruiser; the sailing enthusiast; the 
fisherman or hunter operating an outboard utility boat) at 
Old Rochester Regional High School, Marion Road (Route 
6) in Mattapoisett beginning Tuesday, May 17. Registra- 
tion is 6:30 to 7:30 pm, with the course starting at 7:30 pm. 

The same nautical rules and regulations apply, 
and must be followed by all boaters, power or sail. All are 
subject to the same forces of nature while boating. Boating 
is often a family activity and the squadron encourages all 
family members to attend this course. Massachusetts 
requires all boaters under the age of 16 to pass an ap- 
proved boating course in order to operate a motor boat of 
any horse power. This course is accredited by the National 
Association of State Boating Law Administrators and 
qualifies for certification in states requiring boating 
education before operating a watercraft. The course 
provides instruction and examination for laws and 
regulations for Massachusetts. Rhode Island regulations 
can be included if required. This course does not certify 
students for operation of Personal Water Craft. 

The Boating Course introduces the student to the 
fundamentals of safe boating. Subjects include: boat 



handling under normal conditions; adverse conditions 
and emergencies; types of boats and boating terminology; 
required and recommended equipment; boating regula- 
tions and navigation rules; lines and knots; aids to naviga- 
tion; marine radio-telephone and VHP radio usage; and 
trailer boating. New to the course this year is an introduc- 
tion to electronic navigation. 

The $45 per student charge covers the cost of the 
text, electronic chart CD-ROM, materials and facility 
costs. There is no charge for instruction. Pamilies with 
multiple members attending do not have to purchase 
more than one student manual. Copies of the homework 
problems are available for $2 per set and are recom- 
mended. The Squadron Boating Course student manual is 
the basic text for the course and also serves as a valuable 
reference book on basic boating long after the course is 
completed.

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Lost in Space

The Hitchhiker's Guide to the Galaxy. Starring Martin 
Freeman, Mos Def, and Sam Rockwell. Directed by Garth 
Jennings. Running time: 110 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

You will find no more amiably daft vision this year than The 
Hitchhiker's Guide to the Galaxy, a movie that wants only to hop 
through time and space while stopping only occasionally for a 
laugh. The fan base for the source material — Douglas Adams' 
saga was a BBC radio show, a series of books, and a BBC television 
series before this film — is at least as rabid as that of The Lord of the 
Rings, and the Internet has already seethed with complaints and 
praise in equal hyperbolic measure. As a casual fan of the 
Hitchhiker's universe (I read the books in high school, and enjoyed 
the radio show when I caught up with it recently), I found the film 
far too busy and insecure, as if the filmmakers could feel the 
fanboys breathing down their necks. The movie catches the mad 
tumble of incident in the book, and some of the wordplay, but not 
nearly enough of it. 

Douglas Adams excused himself from this plane of existence 
a couple of years ago, and if he were still alive he might 've told the 
director, first-timer Garth Jennings, and credited co-scripter Karey 
Kirkpatrick to ease up a bit and let the movie breathe. Adams 
himself changed the story a bit for each new incarnation, and a few 
of the additions in the new movie are reportedly his. But the fun 
of this material isn't the destination, it's the trip. Adams filtered 
philosophy through a surreal P.D. Wodehouse style, letting his 
characters ramble on (the radio show worked best for this). The 
movie, powered by expensive visual effects, has less time for wit 
and becomes a borderline exhausting, plot-centered experience. 
And the plot was never the appeal oi Hitchhiker's Guide. 

The premise remains the same: everyman Arthur Dent (Mar- 
tin Freeman) is whisked away from Earth by his alien friend Ford 
Prefect (Mos Def) instants before it's annihilated to make way for 
a hyperspace pass (satirically mirroring Arthur's earlier crisis 
when contractors want to knock down his house to make way for 
a bypass) . They meet up with various quirky characters, including 
the arrogant double-headed Zaphod Beeblebrox (Sam Rockwell), 
his sort-of girlfriend Trillian (Zooey Deschanel), and the perpetu- 
ally depressed Marvin the Paranoia Android (Alan Rickrnan does 
a pitch-perfect job of Marvin's voice) . They're all pitted against the 




surly Vogons, who destroyed Earth in the first place. 

Hitchhiker's teems with divertissements, some of which are 
pleasurable; it's hard to dislike a movie in which one of the heroes 
gets brain power from lemon juice. And Stephen Fry is on hand as 
the voice of the Guide, a book that contains everything you need 
to know about the galaxy. Dolphins, an insanely chipper com- 
puter, sighing doors, a massive supercomputer named Deep 
Thought (voice by Helen Mirren) whose answer to the question of 
the meaning of life is, famously, 42 — all this and more, rattling 
around inside a sci-fi farce that, as others have pointed out, feels 
more like reheated Galaxy Quest than like Douglas Adams. Some 
will loathe it, some will go back for more; I felt rather indifferent, 
though the Jim Henson Workshop's rendition of the Vogons is 
dazzling in its physical detail. 

Otherwise, the movie's vision of otherworldly realities lacks 
wonder and awe; it's all backdrop for wacky hijinks, and the soul 
of the film is not poor beleaguered Arthur Dent or even the morose 
Marvin, but the aggressively nitwitted Zaphod Beeblebrox. Play- 
ing against mostly deadpan co-stars (particularly Zooey Deschanel, 
whose apparent refusal to commit to the material is irritating), 
Sam Rockwell goes way over the top, and though an over-the-top 
Rockwell is usually fine news, here it isn't. Rockwell's crude 

Eerformance becomes a comment on how Americanized and 
•isney-ized the movie feels. I got the sense that, if not for the 
success of the British-inflected Lord of the Rings and Harry Potter 
movies. Hitchhiker's Guide might have been made with an ail- 
American cast. As it is, three of the five main characters (if you 
count Marvin) have nothing resembling a British accent. That's 
Hitchhiker's Guide '05 in a nutshell, I think: it's still sort of British, 
but it's lost its accent.
